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PROGRAM FOR REALIZING THIS METHOD AND ADVERTISEMENT PROVIDING 
METHOD 

(57)Abstract: 

PROBLEM TO BE SOLVED: To individually distribute information on respective areas 
or respective stores according to desires of respective users through the Internetto 
enable the users to have a motive for continuously making access to a Web pageand 
to make the Web page easy to see. 

SOLUTION: The users appoint the stores when registering a member in a member 
registering page 10. When logged in from a log-in page 1 1the users can browse a top 
page 12 for the registered stores recording information on the appointed stores (the 
registered stores) and a commodity information page 13 recording commodity 
information on the registered stores. A point of the users is cumulated when the 
users only browse a point page 14. Restriction such as imparting one point in a day to 
the same user is arranged on impartment of this point. 



CLAIMS 



[Claim(s)] 

[Claim 1]A web page classified into a user at two or more categories via the InternetA 
user management method of being the user management method in a web server 
which makes it possible to make it perusing selectively for said every categoryand 
making said user specifying one of said two or more categories when said user 
registers for said web server as a user. 



[Claim 2]When said user transmits information for user authentication to said web 
server from a predetermined web page and said web server attests said usersaid web 
server receives said userA user management method according to claim 1 enabling an 
inspection of said web page belonging to said category specified by said user. 
[Claim 3]A user management method according to claim 1 or 2wherein said user can 
specify only only one category in said two or more categories. 
[Claim 4] A user management method given in Claims 1-3wherein said category is 
classified according to two or more stores. 

[Claim 5]It is a web server which stores peculiar information of a user who has 
registered as a user beforehandlt is the user management method in a web server 
which makes it possible to make said user peruse a web page via the InternetA user 
management method which gives the point to said user who perused a predetermined 
web pagemakes it connected with said peculiar information of said userand 
accumulates said point of said user. 

[Claim 6]A user management method according to claim 5 characterized by giving said 
point by inspection of said web page per dayand making it not give the same user said 
two or more points on the same day. 

[Claim 7] A user management method according to claim 5 or 6 enabling an inspection 
of a page for service for providing predetermined service for said user to said user 
when said point of said user accumulates to a predetermined point. 
[Claim 8]A web page classified into a user at two or more stores via the InternetTo a 
web server which makes it possible to make it peruse selectively for said every store. 
When said user registers as a userone of said two or more stores is specifiedWhen 
said user transmits information for user authentication to said web server from a 
predetermined web page and said web server attests said usersaid web server 
receives said userlt is the user management method which enables an inspection of 
said web page belonging to said store specified by said userA user management 
method of providing a web page it becomes said web server stores buying information 
for said every [ in said store ] user with said customer's membership informationand 
possible for it to peruse of said buying information in said store of said user for said 
every user. 

[Claim 9]A recording medium with which a program for a computer to realize a user 
management method of said Claims 1-8 was recorded. 

[Claim 10]It is an advertisement providing method whose inspection of a web page for 
providing a user with merchandise information is enabled via the InternetAn 
advertisement providing method which provides said merchandise information which 
considered a top page which links to a merchandise information page in which said 
merchandise information existsand serves as a title of said merchandise information 
page as a display of a predetermined days unitupdated said top page and said 
merchandise information page for said every predetermined daysand was interlocked 
with a newspaper insertion throwaway. 



[Claim 1 1 ]The advertisement providing method according to claim 10wherein said 
predetermined days are one week. 



DETAILED DESCRIPTION 



[Detailed Description of the Invention] 
[0001] 

[The technical field to which an invention belongs] This invention about the recording 
medium and advertisement providing method with which the program for realizing the 
user management method in the web server which has a web page classified into two 
or more categoriesand a method for the same was recordedlt is related with the 
recording medium and advertisement providing method with which the program for 
realizing the user management method that the large-sized supermarket etc. which 
have two or more stores (chain store) which need to offer service stuck to especially 
the area perform advertisementcustomer relations managementetc. via the 
Internetand a method for the same was recorded. 
[0002] 

[Description of the Prior Art]When the product advertisement of a store was 
conventionally performed on the Internetput the contents of the newspaper insertion 
throwaway on the web page as it wasand it distributedor the newspaper insertion 
throwaway was incorporated with the scanner as it was. 

[0003]The Internet advertisement method of providing information fresh to real time 
cheaply is indicated by JPH 10-49591 A using the Internet by providing a customer 
with fresh information and various kinds of bargain informationincluding extensive 
arrival of goods of a fresh fishetc. According to this JPH 1 0-49591 Athe latest 
information on the bargain in the supermarket which changes every moment is 
published to the homepage of a computerand it becomes possible to tell consumers 
through the Internet. 
[0004] 

[Problem(s) to be Solved by the Invention]Howeverwhile the information on a very 
wide range area can be acquired by using the Internetinformation will be distributed 
uniformly and it is difficult to acquire the information stuck to an every place region 
or each store. Thereforethe informationincluding the selling pricemerchandise 
informationa service contentetc. conventionally provided on the Internet is greatest- 
common-denominator information common to all the stores. 
[0005]Thereforesince products offered differ for every area and store or the sales 
styles of the supermarket chain which sells the same goods at the selling price which 
changes with stores are not supportedThe prices which the goods currently 
advertised show on the selling price actually actual in not selling at a store and the 
Internet may differ. Especially the thing made only for the customer who the prices of 



different goods for every storesale informationand event information exist in the case 
of the large-sized supermarket etc. which have two or more stores (chain store) over 
various areasand uses each store to peruse efficiently is difficult. 
[0006]It becomes possiblewhen it is made for the inspection of the merchandise 
information of all the stores to be attained to compare the prices of the goods of 
each storeetc.For examplewhen the AAA store which the customer uses well has the 
prices of goods higher than the BBB store distant distantly from the area in which a 
certain customer livesthere is a possibility that the customer's customer interest may 
be lost. 

[0007]Even if membership information is acquired from a customer with much trouble 
and the customer purchases goods at a actual storeservice to which membership 
information and buying information were related is not offered. Since it is in the 
passive state where the web page installed on the Internet waits for access from a 
customerif the motive to access a web page continuously is not given to a 
customerthere is a possibility that the advertisement by a web page may become 
useless. 

[0008]Since the advertisement by the Internet is not interlocked with the 
conventional newspaper insertion throwaway published every week or at any time but 
both advertising media provides merchandise information 

independentlyrespectivelyWhen acquiring merchandise information on the Interneta 
customer may get confusedand merchandise information may be unable to be 
acquired easily. 

[0009]Thenan object of this invention is to distribute individually an every place region 
or the information on each store according to each user's hope. I get a user to have 
the motive to access a web page continuouslyand it aims at carrying out the work 
which makes a web page legible. A "user" is an Internet user using the Internet on 
these Descriptionsand it is an Internet user at this "user"and those who may become 
a customer of a store who provides a website are also contained. 
[0010] 

[Means for Solving the Problem]To achieve the above objectsthis invention makes a 
user specify one of two or more categoriesin order to provide a user with a web page 
belonging to one of two or more categories. Different information for every store 
which a "category" is an aggregate of information according to which a kinda fieldetc. 
were classified appropriately herefor exampleis actually installed in an every place 
region is classified into each of several different categories. 
[001 1]Namelya web page which is classified into two or more categories via the 
Internet at a user according to this inventionlt is the user management method in a 
web server which makes it possible to make it peruse selectively for said every 
categoryand when said user registers for said web server as a usera user 
management method of making said user specifying one of said two or more of the 
categories is provided. 



[001 2]When said user transmits information for user authentication to above- 
mentioned this invention from a predetermined web page at said web server and said 
web server attests said usersaid web server receives said userA user management 
method which added enabling an inspection of said web page belonging to said 
category specified by said user is provided. 

[001 3]A user management method which added that said user could specify only only 
one category in said two or more categories as above-mentioned this invention is 
provided. 

[001 4] A user management method which added that said category was classified 
according to two or more stores to above-mentioned this invention is provided. 
[001 5] If this invention is accumulated to a predetermined point to a user who 
accessed a websiteit will give a point which gives predetermined serviceand it gets a 
user to have the motive to access a website continuouslyto achieve the above 
objects. 

[0016]Namelyaccording to this inventionit is a web server which stores peculiar 
information of a user who has registered as a user beforehandlt is the user 
management method in a web server which makes it possible to make said user 
peruse a web page via the InternetThe point is given to said user who perused a 
predetermined web pageand a user management method which makes it connected 
with said peculiar information of said userand accumulates said point of said user is 
provided. 

[001 7]A user management method which added giving above-mentioned this invention 
said point by inspection of said web page per dayand making it not give the same user 
said two or more points on the same day is provided. 

[0018]When said point of said user accumulates to a predetermined point to above- 
mentioned this inventiona user management method which added enabling an 
inspection of a page for service for providing predetermined service for said user to 
said user is provided. 

[001 9]A user relates with membership information buying informationsuch as actual 
goods which carried out store ******and its priceand a customer enables itas for this 
inventionto peruse the buying information to achieve the above objects. 
[0020]Namelya web page which is classified into a user via the Internet at two or 
more stores according to this inventionTo a web server which makes it possible to 
make it peruse selectively for said every store. When said user registers as a userone 
of said two or more stores is specifiedWhen said user transmits information for user 
authentication to said web server from a predetermined web page and said web 
server attests said usersaid web server receives said userlt is the user management 
method which enables an inspection of said web page belonging to said store 
specified by said userSaid web server stores buying information for said every [ in 
said store ] user with said customer's membership informationand a user management 
method of providing a web page whose inspection of said buying information in said 



store of said user is attained for said every user is provided. 

[0021] According to this inventiona recording medium with which a program for a 

computer to realize an above-mentioned user management method was recorded is 

provided. 

[0022]To achieve the above objectsthis invention considers a top page used as a title 
of a merchandise information page as a display of a unit for one weekupdates a top 
page and a merchandise information page weeklyand provides merchandise 
information interlocked with a newspaper insertion throwaway. 

[0023]Namelyit is an advertisement providing method whose inspection of a web page 
for providing a user with merchandise information via the Internet is enabled 
according to this inventionConsider a top page which links to a merchandise 
information page in which said merchandise information existsand serves as a title of 
said merchandise information page as a display of a predetermined days unitand said 
top page and said merchandise information page are updated for said every 
predetermined daysAn advertisement providing method which provides said 
merchandise information interlocked with a newspaper insertion throwaway is 
provided. 

[0024]lt is a desirable mode of this invention to add that said predetermined days are 

one week. 

[0025] 

[Detailed description of the invention] Hereaftera recording medium and an 
advertisement providing method with which a program for performing a user 
management method of this invention and a method for the same was recorded are 
explainedreferring to Drawings. Drawing I is a schematic diagram of a network for 
realizing this invention. Two or more client side terminals 1 and the store side web 
server 2 have connected via the Internet 3. The store side mail server (un- 
illustrating) which receives mail which transmits information in relation to the store 
side to each client side terminals land is transmitted from the client side terminals 1 
is also connected to the Internet 3. Generallyalthough a server for transmitting mail 
differs from a server for e-mail reception in many casesit is taken as one store mail 
server for convenience here. A mail server for each client side terminals 1 to transmit 
and receive e-mail is connectedand this also omits a graphic display. 
[0026]The store side web server 2 has the storing means 4 in which two or more web 
pages information by the side of a store is indicated to beand a customer's 
membership information are stored. A web page which can be perused from all the 
client side terminals as two or more web pagesA web page with various web pages 
which can be perused only from some permitted client side terminals 1web pages 
generated automatically according to a demand from the client side terminals 1etc. is 
possibleand these web pages can be perused via the Internet 3 from the client side 
terminals 1. As long as the store web server 2 can be referred tothe storing means 4 
may be installed in a place which can remote access via the Internet 3a dedicated 



lineetc. 

[0027]Dr awing 2 is a mimetic diagram showing an example of structure of the whole 
website whose inspection is attained from the store side web server. A link of a web 
page or a hierarchy of a web page is shown to tree form by drawing 2 . A web page 
generated by programssuch as CGI (Common Gateway Interface: common gateway 
Interface Division)is enclosed by the double line. 

[0028]The store side web server 2Merchandise information common to a store list 
and the retrieval page 7 which enables the corporate introduction page 6 and a list of 
each store (chain store) which introduce the top page 5 used as an index of a website 
by the side of a storethis siteand a companyor searchthe store introduction page 8 
which introduces each storeand all the stores. The page 1 1 for login to which a 
customer logs in in order to refer to the page 10 for membership registration for 
performing registration of the merchandise information page 9 and the Internet 
member who introduceand a web page relevant to membership informationa 
customer's membership informationlnformation about a store specified especially at 
the time of membership registration. If the top page 12 for stores recording to 
displaythe merchandise information page 13 which introduces merchandise 
information of a store specified by a customerand a customer access and the page 14 
for a point by which the customer's point is accumulatedand a predetermined point 
will be accumulatedit will exchange for the point. It comprises the page 15 for a 
present for providing a customer with a presentand the page 16 for membership 
information change whose change of membership information of a customer who 
inputted at the time of membership registration is enabled. 

[0029]Structure of this website is only an example and other web pages may be linked. 
Although only the three store introduction pagesan AAA storea BBB storeand a CCC 
store8 are illustrated for convenience in drawing 2 it is preferred that only the number 
of stores (chain store) prepares the store introduction page 8. 
[0030]Various merchandise informationproject informationetc. are distributed in the 
merchandise information page 9. For exampledaily goods (inexpensive goods only for 
the IsOthrough sales items (letting it pass till Wednesday - Sunday inexpensive 
goods)It is preferred to perform a device in which it displays according to the 
contents of a salesuch as theme plan goods and a campaign commodityand a 
classification (vegetables and fruitsa fresh fishprime meatdaily goodsetc.) of goodsand 
a customer tends to look for information legible. 

[0031 ]The top page 5 hammers out a function as an Internet throwaway on the whole 
surfaceand it is made to have a link to various merchandise information pages so that 
a customer can see sale information quickly. Under the present circumstancesthe 
conventional newspaper insertion throwaway is interlocked withsales items and 
inexpensive goods are made a weekly displayand it is made for an inspection of these 
products to be attained according to a day of the week. It is preferred to update the 
contentssuch as the top page 5 and the merchandise information page 9according to 



a bargain sale of a store in the same cycle as a newspaper insertion throwaway 
published every week or at any time. 

[0032]The customer can also receive service relevant to his membership information 
from the store sideif membership registration is carried out. Drawing 3 is a flow chart 
which shows operation at the time of holding membership registration. Firstin Step 
S101a customer peruses the predetermined page 10 for membership registration 
stored in the store side web server 2. Drawing 7 is an example of a page for 
membership registration currently prepared for the store side web server. All figures 
showing an example of a web page to drawing 7 -1 1 are displayed by browserand 
"summit" and a logo mark are the registered trademarks of an applicant company in 
drawing 7 - 1 1. To the page 10 for membership registration of this Descriptionlike the 
conventional general page for membership registrationEach form for inputting personal 
information on an addressa namea date of birthuser IDa passwordan e-mail 
(electonicmail: E-mail) addressetc. is preparedand such personal information is 
inputted in Step SI 03. 

[0033]It is used at the time of merchandise purchase in a actual storefor examplea 
predetermined point is given according to a customer's coming to the store or the 
purchase of goodslf the point is savedwhen customer ID incidental to a customer card 
which can get a service ticketand its customer card existsit is also possible to 
prepare form for inputting the customer ID (customer card ID). Store information mail 
is able to ask a user about whether store information mail with which merchandise 
informationevent informationetc. were indicated is wished to haveand to distribute 
only to a user who wishs. 

[0034]A store designated part which makes it possible to specify one store from two 
or more stores is prepared for the page 10 for membership registration. In Step S105a 
customer specifies a store in a store designated part. It is possible to specify a store 
which can specify a store freelyfor exampleis used well in a store designated part. 
When the store side has a store (chain store) in various areasit is preferred to enable 
an inspection and specification of all the branch offices in this store designated part. 
It is preferred that a customer makes a desired store easy to specifysuch as to carry 
out categorizing of a local exceptionthe along-the-line exceptionetc.or to display a 
place of a store with a map etc. 

[0035]Although it is also possible to specify two or more stores per user IDit is 
preferred that specification of only one store per user ID is possible (one stores 
recording per user ID) and to carry out. Therebya customer who has a certain user ID 
becomes possible [ perusing and receiving only information on a store (stores 
recording) specified at the time of membership registration ]and to the customerhe 
can manage so that information on other stores may not enter. Thereforeit is the 
same chain storeand even if a certain goods are sold at a special priceit becomes 
possible to suppress reduction of attractiveness to consumers of a customer "goods 
are highly sold at a store to which he goes often from other stores" at a store which 



exists in a place distant distantly from an area in which a certain customer livesfor 
example. 

[0036]In [ in Step S1 07information for predetermined membership registration that it 
was inputted at Step S103 and Step SI 05 is transmitted to the store side web server 
2and ] Step S109It is stored in the storing means 4 of the store side web server 2 as 
membership information (the user's peculiar information)and membership registration 
is completed. At this timeit is preferred to transmit that membership registration was 
completed to a e-mail address which a customer inputted. This is convinced that an 
input mistake of personal informationunjust membership registration by the 3rd 
personand membership registration are not completedmembership registration is held 
againand it can prevent becoming double registration as a result etc. As for 
information for membership registration or the below-mentioned member changebeing 
encipheredtransmitted and received is preferred. 

[0037]When membership registration is completedby entering user ID and a password 
on the page 1 1 for loginonly the customer can peruse a customer and he can peruse 
information relevant to membership information inputted at the time of membership 
registration. At this timeonly at the time of first-time membership registrationa 
customer only inputs membership information of user IDa passwordetc.and it at the 
time of a web page inspection on and after next time. It is also possible to store 
Cookie in the client side terminals 1 so that a screen of a store which a customer 
specified automatically can be called without inputting membership information. 
[0038]Dr awing 4 is a flow chart which shows operation at the time of performing login 
after membership registration. Firstin Step S201a customer peruses the 
predetermined page 1 1 for login which is stored in the store side web server 2or is 
generated by the store side web server 2. Drawing 8 is an example of a page for login 
currently prepared for the store side server. In Step S203on the page 1 1 for logina 
customer enters user ID and a password and transmits those information to the store 
side web server 2 in Step S205. In Step S207the store side web server 2 compares 
with information in a member information database user ID and a password which 
were enteredand attests user ID and a password. 

[0039]When user ID and a password are able to be attestedlogin is completedand in 
Step S209the top page 12 for stores recording relevant to a store (stores recording) 
which the customer specified in a store designated part at the time of membership 
registration is transmitted to the client side terminals 1. Therebyan inspection of the 
top page 12 for stores recording is attained with the client side terminals 1. On the 
other handwhen user ID and a password are not able to be attestedin Step S21 1an 
error message is transmitted to the client side terminals 1. 

[0040] Drawing 9 is an example of a top page for stores recording. This top page 12 
for stores recording is prepared about each of two or more stores. That iswhen login 
is completeddetailed information only relevant to a store (for examplestore:AAA store 
which a customer uses well) specified by a customera customer's membership 



informationetc. can be perused. Information which shows that a customer's user ID or 
a customer is in the present login states at this top page 12 for stores recordinglt is 
preferred to display a store name specified by a customeretc.the top page 12 for 
stores recording is a top page of a specific storeand it is preferred that various 
information relevant to this specific store links a web page whose inspection is 
attained. 

[0041 ]The top page 12 for stores recording is also interlocked with the conventional 
newspaper insertion throwawayand makes sales items and inexpensive goods a display 
for every predetermined days[ as well as the top page 5 ] It is also possible to enable 
an inspection of these products according to a day of the weekto make an inspection 
possible at daily goods (inexpensive goods only for the 1st) or every through sales 
items (letting it pass till water-Sun. inexpensive goods)or to enable search of goods of 
a store. It is preferred to update the contentssuch as the top page 12 for stores 
recording and the merchandise information page 13according to a bargain sale of a 
store as the same cycle (one week) as a newspaper insertion throwaway published 
every week or at any time in predetermined days. Various setting outsuch as taking 
the end of the month the beginning of a week unita month unitor a month and the 
middle of the monthfor exampleis possible as predetermined days. 
[0042]For exampleit is possible to link the merchandise information page 13 which 
shows merchandise information of an AAA store to the top page 12 for stores 
recording of an AAA store. In this merchandise information page 13sale information 
etc. of goods in a trade name currently treated in an AAA storea priceand an AAA 
store are published. Even if the same goods may be sold at a price which is different 
at two or more stores by arrival-of-goods situationa site conditionetc. by thisa 
customer becomes possible [ getting to know a price in a store which he uses 
correctly ]. 

[0043]It is also possible to link a web page which enables an inspection of suitable 
information to a customer using AAA storessuch as event information in an AAA 
store. So that it may become possible for information about the above-mentioned 
stores recording only for a customer who specified the store and logged in from the 
page 1 1 for login to peruselt is preferred to prevent from perusing easily to the web 
page without forbidding the other user's inspection or exhibiting an existence place 
(URLUniversal Resource Locator) of a web page. 

[0044]When a customer is in login statesit enables it to peruse the page 16 for 
membership information change whose check of the customer's membership 
information and change are attained. Drawing 10 is an example of a web page for 
membership information change. A customer is perusing and inputting the page 16 for 
membership information changeand can check and change membership information 
inputted always on the occasion of membership registration (an additiondeletion). 
When membership information is changed by customermembership information in a 
member information database stored in the storing means 4 of the store side web 



server 2 is overwritten by membership information into which it was newly inputted. 
When user IDa passwordand stores recording are especially changed among 
membership informationchange of such membership information is made to be 
reflected from the time of next login. Only a customer who logged in from the page 1 1 
for login needs to enable it to peruse each of above-mentioned customers' 
membership information. 

[0045]A web page exhibited on the Internet is in the very passive state [ unlike a 
newspaper insertion throwaway etc. ] of waiting for access from a customer. As a 
method of providing a customer with information more activelyan offer of information 
by an e-mail is also possible. Usuallyin a supermarketinterdiurnal change of 
merchandise informationa pricethe arrival-of-goods informationetc. is carried outfor 
example. There are a limited special offer etc. to which only predetermined time sells 
predetermined goods at a low price. A customer transmits such informationweb page 
update informationetc. to addressing to a e-mail address of a personal computer 
inputted at the time of membership registrationor a cellular phone. 
[0046]Therebya customer can be promptly provided with the newest informationand it 
becomes possible to give a customer concern about a website. When distributing 
information by an e-mailit is also possible to distribute information common to the 
whole store to all the customersand it is also possible to distribute information on 
each store only to a customer who specified the stores recording. It is preferred to 
enable a customer's specification of whether he wishes e-mail distribution at the time 
of membership registration about an e-mail aiming at an offer of informationand to 
enable change of specification of e-mail distribution on the page 16 for membership 
information change. 

[0047]It is important to distribute information and to also give a customer concern 
about a web page by the above-mentioned e-mail distributionand that I also get a 
customer to peruse a web page but periodically possible. For this reasonit is 
necessary to update a web page to new information one by one. When a customer 
accesses a websiteit is also possible to establish a device that the point is 
accumulated as follows. 

[0048] Drawing 1 1 is an example of a page for a point. It becomes possible [ a 
customer ] to peruse this page 14 for a point by clicking a link stuck on the top page 
12 for stores recordingand a customer's point will be made to be accumulated if the 
page 14 for a point is perused. Howeverso that a customer's point may not be 
addedwhenever a customer reloads the page 14 for a point in inside of a short 
timeAddition of the point will consider it as a unit (it adds 1 point per day) on the 
1 Steven if a customer will do a multiple-times inspection in one dayit considers that it 
perused once on the 1 stand the point is accumulated. 
[0049]Dr awing 5 is a flow chart which shows operation by which the point is 
accumulated on a page for a point. Firstin Step S301a customer clicks a link to the 
page 14 for a point by the top page 12 for stores recordingand wishes an inspection 



of a page for a point. Refer to the final access date to the page 14 for a point which 
is associated and is stored in a customer's membership information for the store side 
web server 2 first with reference to a member information database of the storing 
means 4 in Step S303. Since this final access date is a date stored at the below- 
mentioned step S309 at the time of final accessa final access date does not exist 
about the first customer to access the page 14 for a point. 
[0050]And today's date and final access date are compared in Step S305. When 
today's date and final access date are not the samein Step S307one point is added to 
a customer's point which is related with a customer's membership information and 
stored. And in Step S309a total point newly as a customer's pointToday's date and a 
total point are related with the customer's membership informationit stores in a 
member information database of the storing means 4and the page 14 for a point a 
new point was indicated to be is transmitted to the client side terminals 1 in Step 
S311. 

[0051]That iswhen a point by which a customer had been accumulated so far is 19 
pointsone point is added to 19 points storedand 20 points are newly stored in a 
member information database of the storing means 4 with today's date as the 
customer's point. If a customer peruses the page 14 for a point as mentioned 
abovethe web server 2 for stores will give a predetermined point to a customer. 
[0052]On the other handwhen today's date and final access date are the samea point 
of today's part judges that it was already addedin Step S313does not add the point 
but is completed. It is preferred to display "The point is not added" at this timeor to 
display a point accumulated until now. If a flag is made the customer at onefor 
exampleO:00 a.m. comes when the date is not stored but a customer accessesit is 
also possible by clearing all the flags to judge whether the point was added on that 
day. 

[0053]a case where a customer peruses the page 14 for a point in the above- 
mentioned example — a point — ****** — although it is made likewhen a customer 
logs in and the top page 12 for stores recording is perusedthe point is able to give a 
customer. It is possible and a point generated by access of a web page can also be 
enabled it to also make it accumulatefor example as a point of the conventional 
customer cardand to exchange for a service ticket or a present according to an 
accumulated point. 

[0054] Drawing 6 is a flow chart which shows operation which judges whether the 
point reached a predetermined point. In Step S315a customer peruses the page 14 for 
a point as which its point was displayed. This step S315 is the same as previous Step 
S31 1. In Step S317the store side web server 2 judges whether a customer's point 
reached a predetermined point. When a point which a customer's point has reached a 
predetermined point (for example30 points)for examplewas accumulated can exchange 
for a presentin Step S31 9it transmits to the client side terminals 1 so that an 
inspection of the page 15 for a present may be attained. 



[0055]On the other handwhen a predetermined point is not reachedin Step S321a 
customer makes an inspection of the page 15 for a present impossible. As for the 
page 15 for a presentit is preferred not to prepare a page for a present 15 timesor to 
repeal an inspection of the page 15 for a present until being linked from the page 14 
for a point or the top page 1 2 for stores recording reaches a desirable predetermined 
point. 

[0056]Before being after the point was added and creating the page 14 for a 
pointWhen a customer's point judged whether a predetermined point would be reached 
and has reached a predetermined pointA link of the page 15 for a present is able to 
generate automatically a link to the page 15 for a presentand the page 15 for a 
present in the page 14 for a pointand to be embedded in the page 14 for a point. 
[0057]In [ when a customer who perused the page 15 for a present wishes to give ] 
Step S323By clicking a button or a link in the page 1 5 for a present "gift 
exchange"information that the point is exchanged for a present is transmitted to the 
store side web server 2. In Step S325the store side web server 2 will make 
preparations which ship a present to a customerif information that the point is 
exchanged for a present is received. For examplean address and a name are taken out 
from a customer's membership informationand an e-mail a request of a customer's 
addressa nameand present dispatch etc. were indicated to be to a server (un- 
illustrating) to which a delivery center belongs is transmitted. 

[0058]And in Step S327a point accumulated until now is initialized and it returns to 
zero. At this timea point (for example15 points) of giving [ which a customer 
wished ]When smaller than an accumulated point (for example20 points)it is also 
possible to subtract a point of a present from an accumulated point (15 points 20- 
point)and to store a subtracted result (five points) as a customer's new point. 
[0059]A means by which buyer behavior for every customerssuch as a card called 
FSP (Frequent Shoppers Program: customer enclosure plan)can be grasped can be 
usedthe purchase amount of moneycontentscoming-to-the-store frequencyetc. can 
be managedand it can apply to the technique of providing a privilege according to it. 
[0060]When a customer purchases goods at a actual storehe submits a customer 
card to which various privilegespointsetc. were attached in many cases. At the time 
of membership registration by the Internetor membership information changeby having 
this customer card ID inputtedBuyer behavior for every customer obtained from sales 
performance data of POS (Point of Sales: point of sale) in relation to customer card 
ID is analyzedlt becomes possible to provide informationhigh information on a 
propaganda effectetc. which suit a customer's needs by different purport of a letter 
and the contents to each customer by an e-mail. 

[0061]Only the customer is able to relate buying informationsuch as purchase 
itemsthe amount of moneyetc. of each customer's pastwith a member information 
database of the store side web server 2to store itand to prepare a web page which 
can peruse the buying information. By thisusing a personal computer of a housethe 



customer can peruse his buying informationcan get a list display of purchase goods on 
the daya total of rental spending of this moon which used a total and an analysis 
feature of a personal computeretc.and can use as family budget management or a 
housekeeping book. It not only makes an inspection possible on a web pagebut this 
buying information can be provided for a customer in a data format which can be 
incorporated into commercial spreadsheet softwarehousekeeping book softwareetc. 
[0062]Although the above-mentioned embodiment explains a website of a large-sized 
supermarket which has two or more stores (chain store)it is also possible to apply 
this invention to other fields. For examplein a website which has two or more 
categories according to this inventionOr it provides information belonging to a 
category for which each user asks to each user by getting a user to specify each 
category at the time of membership registrationit is possible to restrict so that 
information belonging to a category which a user does not specify to each user may 
not be made to peruse. 

[0063]What is mentioned as two or more categories is very various. While information 
which is needed for a certain user existsin spite of being the same 
informationinformation which is not required also exists for the user. This invention is 
applicable about a website which has the information [ statistical prediction of 
whether to be required information is possibleand ] which can be classified according 
to a kind (categorizing) for every user. 

[0064]For exampleinformation about two or more OS's (Operating System: operating 
system) which exist now is also mentioned as an example of two or more categories. 
Although various OS's exist nowa user who is using the OS Afor example is not using 
the OS Bin many cases. Although such a user is required for information about the 
OS Ainformation about the OS B is not required. At the time of category specification 
of membership registrationby getting a user to specify a kind of the OS Alt becomes 
possible to provide only information (for exampleinformation on applicationan ancillary 
deviceetc. which are started on the OS A) about the OS Aand to make it not provide 
information on the OS B. 

[0065]Although the OS A and B is useda user who is not using the OS C also exists. 
Corresponding to such a userby getting a user to specify a kind of the OS A and B at 
the time of category specification of membership registrationit becomes possible to 
provide selectively information (for exampleinformation on applicationan ancillary 
deviceetc. which are started on the OS A) about the OS A or Band to make it not 
provide information on the OS C. 
[0066] 

[Effect of the Invention]As explained aboveaccording to this inventionsince a user is 
made to specify one of two or more categories in order to provide a user with the 
web page belonging to one of two or more categoriesthe server side becomes 
possible [ identifying the information for which a user asks ]. In the web server which 
the large-sized supermarket which has two or more stores especially employsit 



becomes possible for the user to make the store used well specify as a category 
specified by a user. 

[0067]Since according to this invention a web server enables the inspection of the 
web page belonging to the category specified by the user to a user when a user is 
attestedit becomes possible to provide a user with the information for which the user 
belonging to the category specified by a user asks exactly. In the web server which 
the large-sized supermarket which has two or more stores especially employsit 
becomes possible to provide the detailed information (information on a different line 
of business for every area or storeand information on goods that the selling prices 
differ) about the store which the user specified beforehand for every user. 
[0068]According to this inventionwhen a user is prevented from specifying only only 
one category in two or more categorieshe does not specify the user and also it 
becomes possible to prevent from perusing the detailed information on a store. 
[0069]Only by a user accessing a website according to this inventionSince the point 
is given to a userthe user does not need to perform a certain input and it becomes 
possible to accumulate the point used as a privilegeand it becomes possible for me to 
get a user to have the motive to access the website continuously. 
[0070]Since according to this invention the point which gives predetermined service 
will be given to the user who accessed the website if it accumulates to a 
predetermined pointThe interest of the user about the website is raised and it 
becomes possible for me to get a user to have the motive to access the website 
continuously. 

[0071] According to this inventionthe point by the inspection of a web page is given 
per dayWhen it is made not to give the same user said two or more points on the 
same dayaccess of the multiple times which used only point accumulation by the 
same user as the guide is preventedand it becomes possible to manage and restrict 
grant of the point. 

[0072]Since according to this invention the inspection of the page for service for 
providing predetermined service is enabled when a user's point accumulates to a 
predetermined pointlt becomes possible not to give a user a privilege until the point 
accumulatesbut to give a certain privilege only to the user who accumulated to the 
predetermined pointand it becomes possible for me to get a user to have the motive 
to access the website still more nearly continuously. 

[0073]Since a user relates with membership information buying informationsuch as 
goods purchased at the actual storeand its priceand a customer enables it to peruse 
the buying information according to this inventionlt becomes possible [ a user ] to 
manage the informationincluding goodsthe purchase priceetc.purchased at the actual 
storeand it becomes possible by providing a user with these information to help 
management of a user's housekeeping bookfor example. It classifies a man-and- 
woman exceptionan age exceptionaccording to the areaetc.it becomes possible to 
investigate a user's purchasing commoditypurchased amountetc.and the store side 



also becomes possible [ analyzing the improvement in sales of goodsservice 
provisionetc. ]. 

[0074]Since realization of the above-mentioned customer-relations-management 
method is enabled by computer according to this inventionit becomes possible to 
perform the offer of information using a computermanagementetc. 
[0075]Since the merchandise information which considered the top page used as the 
title of a merchandise information page as the display of the predetermined days 
unitupdated the top page and the merchandise information page for every 
predetermined daysand was interlocked with the newspaper insertion throwaway is 
provided according to this inventionit becomes a user is legible and possible to create 
the website which the store side moreover also tends to manage.
